Plans for one. two. three, four 
or five synods for the state are to 
be studied until late in January bv 
subcommittees appointed at Tues­ 
days meeting. 
A definite decision 
as to which plan will be used is 
hoped for before 
the 
six 
synod 
meetings in May and June and the 
meeting of the National Lutheran 
body in Milwaukee in October. 
Undesirable Conditions 
“Nobody denies th a t the present 
condition of the Lutheran church 
rn Pennsylvania is most undesir­ 
able.” the Rev. Mr. Knubel said ‘ in 
many small villages of the state 
’here are two Lutheran congrega­ 
tions. one of which belongs to one 
synod, the other to another.” 
Forty persons attended Tuesdays 
meeting, held at I o’clock in the 
I afternoon 
in 
Zion 
Lutheran 
I church house. 
In attendance were 
the presidents of the six synods 
j with other 
m inisterial 
and 
lay 
synodical 
representatives. 
The 
group as a whole Is known as the 
Committee on Intersynodical Re­ 
lations.** 
At the opening of the session it 
was found that only three of the 
six synods were 
officially 
repre­ 
sented at the first conference held 
on the synod division and consoli­ 
dation problem in January.

the divisions, but only half of them 
had been authorized to act for their 
synods.
